the Convention. With allthis, the Convention 
has nothing to do. The individual churches 
must try their members for offences—not this 
Convention. He should vote the entire ticket, 
as it had been printed by order of the Conven- 
tion, without any alterations or erasures whatev- 
er. He came to serve the cause of missions, 
and he meant to keep his eye singly on that 
cause. We come here to rebuke nobody—to 
utter discipline against nobody—but to engage 
in the glorious cause of missions, and he believ- 
ed that if we adhered to this noble purpose God 
would bless us. 

Eld. Fuller wished the Convention distinctly 
to understand that they were free to vote for 
those they judged to be the best men, in the best 
way. He would never for conscience sake suf- 
fer any brother to be proscribed. Should any 
such brother come to his own home in the far 
South, he would defend that brother, if necessa- 
ty, with every drop of blood in his body, But 
here was the question of EXPEDIENCY. IN 
ORDER ‘TO PREVENT THE WITHHOLD- 
ING OF LARGE SUMS OF MONEY FROM 
THE MISSION ‘TREASURY, he would ex- 
clude any man South of Mason’s and Dixon’s 
line, if by so doing he could advance the tmis- 
sion cause. He could forget these Camden 
churches and Alabama associations, and other 
associations at the North; yet he would repeat 
that if any brother was to be proscribed for con- 
science sake, he would stand or fall beside him. 

Eld. Colver enquired, what are we to under- 
stand by the expression “‘ for conscience sake? 

Eld. Fuller replied that it means that in our 
private opinions we all sit here on an equality— 
but in voting for the officers of this Convention we 
have other reasons to guide us. He would rgect 
any one whose name would lead to withholding 
large sums of money. * 

Eld. Colver would then only add that he was 
still prepared to vote the whole ticket. And 
yet it was not for men but for the great cause 
of God he stood on that flor.

The report concluded with a resolution re- 
turning thanks to God for the tokens of Divine 
favor which the African Mission had enjoyed 
for the last three years; and that there is now a 
loud call on the churches for increased effort in 
aid of the enterprize. Eld. O. B. Brown, of the 
D. C., moved the acceptance of the report, sec- 
onded by Wm. Crane, of Md. Br. Crane read 
from several letters of deep interest from breth- | 
ren now in the mission. School books and! 
missionaries are still greatly needed in that Con- 
tinent, 

The Committee on changes in the Board re-|

Christ had nete*real fuman body after the Resur- | 
rection; nor is it pretended they had any such 
thought, except only upon the first surprise of seeing | 
him, and before they had examined, him with their 
eyes and hands. But something thev have snid, | 
which the Gentleman, according to his notions of | 
philosophy, thinks, implies that the body was not re- | 
al. To clear this point, therefore, [ must lay before | 
you the passages referred to, and consider how just- | 
ly the Gentleman reasons from them. | 

The first passage relates to Mary Magdalen, who, | 
the first time she saw Christ, was going to embrace | 
his feet, as the custom of the country was; Chrst | 


| says to her, ‘* Touch me not, for I amnot yet ascend- 


ed tomy Father; but goto my brethren, and tell | 
them,’ &c. Hence the Gentleman concludes, that 
Christ’s body was not such a one as would bear the 
tonch. Buthow does he inferthis ? Is it from these 
words, Touch me not? It cannot be: for thousands 
say it every day, withont giving the least suspicion 
that their bodies are not capable of being touched. 
The conclusion then must be built on those other 
words, * For Iam not yet ascended to my Father.”— 
But what have these words to do with the reality of 
his body? It might be real, or not real, for any thing 
that is here said. There is a difficulty in these 
words, anid it may be hard to give the true sense of 
them; but there is no difficulty in seeing that they 
have no relation to the nature of Christ’s body ; for 
of his body nothing is said. The natural sense of 
the place, asI collect by comparing this passage 
with Matt. xxviii, 9. is this: Mary Magdalen, upon 
seeing Jesus, fell at his feet, and laid hold of them, 
and held them as if she meant never to let them go: 
Christ said to her, “*Touch me not, or hang not 
about me now, you will have opportunities of seeing 
me, for I go not yet to my Father; lose no time 
then, but go quickly with my message to my Breth- 
ren.” I am not concerned to support this particular 
interpretation of the passage: it is sufficient to my 
purpose, to show that the words cannot possibly re- 
late to the nature of Christ’s body one way or oth- 
er. 

The next passage relates to Christ’s joining two of 
his disciples upon the road, and conversing with 
them without being known by them: it grew dark, 
they pressed him to stay with them that night; he 
wont in with them, broke bread, and blessed it, and 
gave it them, and then they knew him; and immedi- 
ately he disappeared. 

The circumstance of disappearing shall be con- 
sidered under the next head, with other objections of 
the like kind: at present I shall only examine the 
other parts of this story, and inquire whether they 
afford any ground to conclude that the body of Christ 
was nota real one. Had this piece of history been 
related of any other person, I think no such suspic- 
ion could have arisen: for what is there unnatural or 
uncommon in this account? Two men met an ac- 
quaintance whom they thought dead; they converse 
with him for some time without suspecting who he 
was ; the very persuasion they then were under that 
he was dead, contributed greatly to their not know- 
ing him; besides, he appeared in an habit and form 
different from what he used when he conversed with 
them; appeared to them ona journey, and walked 
with them side by side; in which situation so one 
of the company had a full view of another. Afier- 
wards, when they were at supper together, and lights 
brought in, they plainly discerned who he was,— 
Upon this occasion, the Gentleman asks what sort of 
witnesses these are; eye-witnesses? No; before 
supper they were eye-witnesses, says the Gentleman, 
that the person whom they saw was not Christ; and 
then he demands a reason for our rejecting the evi- 
dence of their sense when they did not know Christ 
and insisting on it when they did. 

It is no uncommon thing tor men to catch them- 
selves and others by such notable acute questions, 
and to be led by the sprightliness of their imagina- 
tion out of the road of truth and common sense. I 
beg leave to tell the Gentleman a short story, and 
then to ask him his own question. A certain Gen- 
tleman, who had been some years abroad, happened 
in his return to England through Paris to meet his 
own sister there. She not expecting tosee him 
there, nor he to see her,they conversed together with | 
other company, at a public house, for great part of a 
day, without knowing each other. At last the lady 
began to show great signs of disorder; her color 
came and went, and the eyes of the company were 
drawn towards her ; and then she cried out, “ Oh my 
brother !” and was hardly held from fainting. Sup- 
poege now this lady were to depose upon oath ina 
Court of Justice, that she saw her brother at Paris;

Now the meaning of Christ will best 
appear by an account of the occasion he had to use 
this speech. He had appeared to his disciples in 
the absence of Thomas, and showed thein his hands 
and feet, which still had the marks of his crucifix- 
ion: the disciples report this to Thomas; he thought 
the thing impossible, and expressed his unbelief, as 
men are apt to do when they are positive, in a very 
extravagant manner; you talk, says he, of the prints: 
of the nails in his hands and feet; for my part, I will 
never believe this thing,’ “ except 1 shall see in his 
hands the print of the nails, and thrust my hands in- 
to his side.” Now in the first place, here is nothing 
said of open wounds; Thomas talks only of putting 
his finger into the print, that is, the scar of the nails, 
and of thrusting his hand into his side. And in com- 
mon speech, to thrust an hand into any one’s side, 


does not signify to thrust it through the side intothe | 


bowels. Upon this interpretation of the words which 
is a plain and natural one, the Gentleman’s objec- 
tion is quite gone. But suppose Thomas to mean 
what the Gentleman means; in thatcase the words 
of Christ are manifestly a severe reproach to him.for 
his fidelity : here, says Christ, are my hands and my 
side; take the satisfaction you require, thrust your 
fingers into my hands, your hand into my side; _re- 
peating to him his own words, and calling him to 
nis own conditions; which, toa man beginning to 
see his extravagance, is of all rebukes the: severest.

were necessary to be removed before I could state 
the evidence in this case. Iam sensible I have ta- 
ken up too much of your time ; but I have this to say 
in my excuse ; that objections built on.popular notions 
and prejudices, are easily conveyed to the mind in 
few words; and so conveyed, make strong impres- 
sions: but whoever answers the objections, must en- 
counter all the notions to which they are allied, and 
to which they owe their strength ;. and it is well if 
with many words he can find admittance. 


I come now to consider the evidence of which.our 


belief of the Resurrection stands. And here I am 
stopped again. A general exception is taken to the 
evidence, that it is imperfect, unfair; and a question 
is asked, why did not Christ appear publicly to all 
the people, especially to the Magistrates ?- Why. 
were some witnesses called and chosen out, and oth- 
ers excluded? 

It may be sufficient perhaps to say, that where 
there are witnesses enough,no Judge, no Jury com- 
plains for want of more; and therefore, if the wit- 
nesses we have are sufficient, it is: no.objection that 
we have not others and more. If three credible 
men attest a will, which are as many as the law re- 
quires, would any body, ask, Why all the town were 
not called to set their bands ? t, why were these 
witnesses culled and chosen out? Why? For this 
reason, that they might be gdod ones. Does not ev- 
ery wise man choose proper witnesses to his deed and: 
to his will? And does nota good choice of witness- 
es give strength to every deed. How comes it to 
pass then, that the very thing which shuts out all 
suspicion in other cases, should in this case only, 
be of al! others, the most suspicious thing itself? 


What reason there is to make any complaints on 
the behalf of the Jews, may be jedged, in part, from 
what has already appeared. Christ suffered openl 
in their sight, and they were so well apprised of his 
predictions that he should rise again, that they set a 
em on his sepulchre ; and from their guards they 
earnt the truth. Every soldier was to thema wit- 
ness of the Resurrection of theirownchoosing. Af- 
ter this, they had not one Apostle, (which the Gen- 
tleman observes was the case of other people,) but 
all the Apostles, and many other witnesses with 
them and in their power. The Apostles testified the 
Resurrection to them, not only to the people, but to 
the Elders of Israel assembled in Senate: to sup- 
port their evidence, they were enabled to work, and 
did work miracies openly in the name of Christ.— 
These people therefore have the least reason to com- 
plain; and had of all others the fullest exidence, 
and in some respects such as none but themselves 
could have, for they were only keepers of the sepul- 
chre. I believe, it the gentleman was to choose an 
evidence to his own satisfaction im the like case, he 
would desire no more than to keep the sepulchre, 
with a sufficient number of guards. iaeiims

It is al- 
ways good and pleasant to goto the Bible for its 
instructions on whatever duty devolves upon us, 
towards God. And careful inquiry in the Bi- 
ble, for its light om the subject of sacred music, 
and especially the nature of the exercise as wor- 
ship to God, shows us more respecting it, than 
is suspected by one Christian in a hundred.— 
There is much the same fulness and explicitness 
in the instructions of the Scriptures on sacred 
music, as an act of worship, as we find on oth- 
‘er subjects, whether doctrinal, experimental, or 

rceptive. It cannot be placed among the pos- 
‘itive institutions of our holy religion; still, so 
much place is given it in the Scriptures, that 
any minister certainly overlooks an interesting 
and important Bible subject, who does not no- 
tice the place given to it; and he is deficient

REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 
At the close of the first year of your action, the 
Executive Committee of this Convention suppose 
that it will be expected of them to present to you a 
brief account of their doings. It would bea rich 
gratification to them, if they were able to report 
that the great evil which occasioned your orgaiza- 
tion had ceased. The existence of such a system 
as thatof American Slavery, though ft were con- 
fined to the remotest corner of the earth, and only 
among an unevangelized people, would call for the 
interference of christians in every land. On this 
question the churches have long ago given a right 
verdict in their decision that the evil customs of 
distant heathen nations ought to elicit compassion 
and secure exertion. ‘ The field.” said the Re- 
deemer to his disciples, “ is the world ;” and to this 
trath, both the judgment and the heart of enlight- 
ened christians, have responded that, throughout 
every part of this wide field, itis the duty of the 
church to scatter thegeed of the word of God. 
When, therefore, they have seen a people wholly 
given to idolatry, they have believed it no unsuit- 
able interference to send to them messengers, to 
declare to them the true God ‘whom they igno- 
rantly worshipped” and even denominated “ the 
Unknown God.” When they sawin sucha nation, 
practices of dishonesty, uncleanness, inhumanity, 
cruelty or oppression, they considered and appre- 
ciated the evil; and they felt chat, sitee both the 
wrong-doers and the sufferers belonged to the same 
immortal race with themselves, they could not and 
ought not, if they might, turn away with apathy 
from either party, leaving the one to endure the 
wrong without redress, or hope of relief, or the other 
to protract the infliction without being instructed 
into those laws of love and svucial duty which ema- 
nate from the pure fountain of all-comorehending 
benevolence and undeviating rectitude, and for the 
wantof the knowledge of which, men, though all 
members of one family—sons of one Father, * bite 
and devour ove another.” 
it their duty to interfere, and they have interfered, 
when they have bebeld the practice of self-immola- 
tion, or of infanticide, or the horrors of the sutiee, 
though these were all sanctioned by immemorial 
custom and even by “‘ the laws of the Jand.” 

To abolish such evils from remote heathen coun- 
tries, christianity commissions and sends her mis- 
sionaries. How much more urgent on the church, 
is, then, a holy and benevolent interference with 
practices of equal turpitude,when they exist beneath 


of the tree of life. It was to expel one of these 
monsters from the church of our God and the home 
of our delight, that this Convention was constituted, 
and to continue the holy work which, a year ago, 
you so well begun, you appointed your Executive 
Committee. 

When you gave us vur commission, all knew, 
both at the North and at the South, that you com- 
mitted to us noother weapons of warfare thaa those 
which are spiritual, and of heavenly temper. We 
have felt authorized to use no others, neither have 


dence which has taken place between your com- 
mittee and our slaveholding brethren, and have 
been able to judge of the spirit which has charac- 
terized our appeals, as well as of that of those re- 
sponses which have been returned from our south- 
ern correspondents. If you have seen, on our part, 
any departure from the great principles of the gos- 
pel, it will be your duty to point it out and to coup- 
teract such injurious influences as may flow ftom 
it. We have acted as your agents, and as such ex- 
pect to be sustained or corrected. 

The “Address to the South ”—which was pre- 
pared by the Convention, was published by us in 
the Christian Reflector, and three thousand copies 
were issued in an Extra of that paper and gratui- 
tously distributed, chiefly in the Southern states 
among the ministers and members of the Baptist 
churches, care being taken to send none to colored 
persons. At first, but little notice seemed to be 
taken of your affectionate and faithful remonstrance. 
Some copies were returned—some of them with- 
out remarks, others bearing unequivocal evidence 
that they had been read, though, in some cases, we 
were sorry to see, read with feelings of bitterest re- 
sentiment. Had the Address been couched in any 
other than courteous phraseology, or,had it founded 
its claims to regard, on principles of worldly wis- 
dom, we should have experienced chagrin instead 
of grief, on its return; or, if such resentment had 
come from men making no pretensions to the nawe 
of Christians, it would have occasioned much less 
of surprise and pain, although even then, the laws 
of ordinary civility, ought aot to have been thus 
transgressed. 

Your- Address to Northern churches was also pub- 
lished ‘in several papers, the good effect of which we 
trust will be developed in dve time. 

Your committee have held four quarterly meet- 
ings—two in Boston, one in Worcester and one in 
New York. Previous to these, they held a meet- 
ing in Boston, May 5, 1840, at which they passed 
the following resolution—

In the month of Dec. an interesting communica- 


tion dated Nov. 18, London, was received by the Sec- 


— of the Committee and published in the Reflec- 
tor, Dec. 30. This commucication is signed by W. 
H. March, D. D. Joseph Belcher and Edward 
Steane, Secretaries of the Committee of the Union, 
and is addressed to this Convention. It is accord- 
ingly laid before you for your disposal. 

We doubt not the readiness of our transatlantic 
brethren to co-operate with this Convention to a full 
accomplishment of their pledge. Their early action 
in the Anti-slavery enterprise which has crowned 
Great Britain with more and a better glory than all 
her triumphs in arms, has acquired for English Bap- 
tists the respect of all other denominations in their 
country. The names of Knibb, and Burchell, and 
Clark and other of the missionaries sustained by 
English Baptists, in that prolific field of Gospel labor, 
the British West Indies, are associated in the vener- 
tion and affections of all enlightened and high-mind- 
ed Englishmen, with those of Granville Sharp, Wm. 
Wilberforce, Thomas Clarkson, and Joseph Sturge, 
and many others which combine to form a galaxy of 
philanthropists, to be remembered and loved and‘hon- 
ored, when the long catalogue of all tyrants of every 
grade shall have experienced the verity of that divine 
fiat— the name of the wicked shall rot,”—for ‘* the 
righteous shall be had in everlasting remembrance.” 
In the month of October last, a letter was copied 
into the Reflector from the N.C. Bib. Recorder, 
from Richard Fuller, pastor of the Bayt. church, in 
Beaufort, S. C. and addressed to Elon Galusha, the 
president of this Convention. Your committee, re- 
garding this letter as addressed to the Convention ; 
and, as it came from one of the most respected of 
southern ministers, they judged it to be proper that 
the president make an appropriate reply. They, 
ov. 3d, Voted, that 
Brother Elon Galusha be requested to write a reply 
and send the letter to be published in the Biblical 
Recorder and in the Reflector. With this appoint- 
ment Br. Galusha complied, publishing his letter first, 
however, in the Reflector, Feb. 3,1841. A request 
was respectfully made that, inasmuch as Mr. Fuller’s 
letter had been copied into the Reflector, the answer 
from Mr. Galusha be treated in like manner by the 
Bib. Recorder. This request -was declined, and we 
were told that the Northern press had refused to pub- 
lish all southern writings on this subject. In view 
of this statement your committee remark that very 
much of southern matter has been copied by the Re- 
flector and some other Northern Baptist papers. 

We are, also, of the opinion that our southern 
brethren ought to reciprocate the kindness of the 
North who are at their own charges for publishing 
and sending to them a considerable amount of mat- 
ter, gratuitously. In addition toa large edition of 
the Convention's Address, the Committee have been 
at the expense of publishing 1000 copies of Mr. Ga- 
lusha’s Letter in an Extra number of the Reflector, 
which were chiefly sent to our southern brethren. 
Your committee also issued 2000 copies of the Re- 
flector of March 24. containing a second address to 
the South. They have, likewise, republished Mr. 
Fuller’s letter with Mr. Galusha’s reply in the Bapt. 
Correspondent, 2000 copies, and 500 copies of the 
Second Address to the South.. This we have done 
while we know not that a single copy of a Southern 
Newspaper or book has been gratuitously sent to the 
North. It may be advisable that this Convention 
communicate to the Southern churches the desire 
that the Northern churches be furnished with all 
their more important documents relating to this sub- 
ject. 

: This great, surpassingly momentous question, which 
has threatened to rend asunder the entire Bapt. de- 
nomination, we cannot reasonably hope, will ever be 
brought to a happy issue, without a free and full in- 
terchange of views upon it. Like every other great 
moral subject, this requires the freest argumentation, 
the word of God being made the sole arbiter. Chris- 
tians differ on the subject of war, the use of intoxica- 
ting drinks, church ordinances and other important 


always ready for discussion, and no where more so 
than at the South, as is evinced by the long protrac- 
ted discussions in southern periodicals. But the sub- 
ject of human rights—the right of men to their own 
“life, liberty, and pursuit of happiness,” temporal 
and eternal, must be admitted to be one of paramount 
moment, for what southern man does not account the 
liberty of hiinself or his children above all price ? 
Surely, not one. “To the law and the testimony,” 
therefore, with proportionate zeal and labor, until the 
truth regarding it shall shine without any obscura- 
tion. 

In the primary Address to the South this Conven- 
tion appealed to the sacred scriptures, (shunning all 
resort to political power or unscriptural policy,) and to 
those mora] principles which should govern chris- 
tians, and upon the same immoveable foundation, 
your committee have reared and we doubt not they 
will continue to rear the argument against the mighty 
system of American Slavery. (With the arts of wily 
politicians and ambitious demagogues the gospel has 
no affinities.) ‘True, some of our southern brethren, 
among them Richard Fuller, have preferred against 
this Convention a charge, which if capable of being 
sustained ought to cover the accused with confusion. 
Mr. Fuller says—* Our brethren warn us that they 
will send ministers, not with Paul, to preach Christ 
crucified, but abolition ;—not with the Apostle to say, 
servants, be obedient to your masters ; but, servants, 
your masters are tyrants and pirates, obey them not ; 
missionaries, not of the Gospel of God ; but of hatred, 
insubordination and bloodshed. You virtually ex- 
communicate all, without discrimination, who own a 
slave, and fulminate anathemas and curses against 
them.” 

If such were, indeed, “the spirit and the temper 
and the measures ” of this convention, then would the 
members merit the condemnation which has, less, we 
would hope, from malice, than from ignoratice, been 
recently visited upon his abolition brethren by a 
Northern Baptist. Of“ the spirit and = of our 
correspondence with the south the world, who are 
looking on with eyes of keenest inspection, will in- 
evitably form a correct opinion ; and if the general 
verdict shall ultimately be against us, we shal] bow 
to the dreadful behest and sink into the infamy in 
store fur every enemy of his race and of God. We 
act in full sunlight view of our responsibility, both 
to God and to man. 

We are Baplisés, and as such, if true to the broad 
principles of our unimposed, unshackeled faith, we 
must be the uncompromising advocates of the equal 
rights of all men, and enemies of every species of 
oppression whether political, civil or ecclesiastical. 
We can not, therefore, cordially respond to the sen- 
timent uttered by Mr. Fuller in his Rejoinder, for he 
has replied to Mr. Galusha’s answer, when he speaks 
of that great truth (“self-evident,” our fathers deemed 
it) and calls it “ that falsehood, that all men are cre- 
ated free and equal.” We desire to see the Baptist 
church (for to this church we owe our first good will 
and best endeavors) purified- from the foul contami- 
nations of slavery, for such, we believe, are its legit- 
imate tendencies. For this high end we have labor- 











ed and prayed, and for this enc, we can not doubt, 
this Convention will persevere in the faithful and 
affectionate enunciation of Gospel truth, til! success 
shall stamp an unappreciable value on every humble 
effort made in the cause. 

In all we have done, we have scrupulously shun- 
ned any atiempt to call to our aid, in any form, 
any one of the Boards of our societies of general 
benevolence, and of the societies themselves. We 
speak of this because in glaring contrariety with 
the fact, almost every ‘ Moderate” Baptist News- 
paper at the North has accased us of seeking such 
aid. Itis, surely, enough for us that we thas public- 
ly deny the allegation ; for, if any such solicitation 








has ever been addressed to such bodies, 
licly or privately, it is in the power of those to 


practices and sentiments. On baptism, Baptists are ~ 
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whorn it was addressed, to make such fact to ap- 

pear. Moreover, no evidence of such solicitation 

having been made by any Baptist Anti-slavery Ed- 

itor, or agent, or private person, has ever been ad- 

duced by those who have preferred the charge ; and 

we are sorry to say that such allegation has been 

reiterated with astonishing pertinacity for several 

months past, in despite, even, of the repeated and 

most positive denial on our part, accompanied with 

a demand for any proof to sustain it. 

Even the Board of Foreign Missions and that of 
the Home Mission Society have dared to prefer 
this charge against their Abolition brethren, in the 

Circulars which those Boards have issued for the 
seeming purpose of pacifying the South. 

Several Baptist Editors have joined in the same 
unfounded and unkind assault upon their Abolition 
brethren, and we are sorry to add that a mem- 
ber of the Board of Foreign Missions, took 
occasion, not long aga, at Providence, to join in the 
same note of crimination,. when he said, as itis re- 
portéd in the Providence Journal,—* owing to the 
impartial stand taken by the (For. Miss.) Board, in 
reference to the exciting subject of dispute between 
Northern Baptist Abolitionists and the Churches in 
the Southern states, they (the Board) have had pe- 
culiar difficulties to encounter—courses of conduct 
precisely opposite, have been required of them from 
different sections of the country, and funds toa 
large amount, have been withholden to enforce 
compliance with these demands.” 

That such demands for the interference of that 
Board and other Boards and Societies, have been 
preferred from one section of the country, facts suf- 
ficiently evince; but that the same or similar de- 
mands have proceeded from Baptist abolitionists at 
the North, will ultimately be credited by any intel- 
ligent and candid inquirer, we have no fear. 

If, the authors of this unfounded allegation are 
able conscientiously to acquit themselves of inten- 
tional misrepresentation, It is due to themselves to 
furnish the churches with the adequate explanation, 
We think that the Churches and the community at 
large will expect itof them. We certainly have a 
right to require it of them, inasmuch as we (Baptist 
Abolitionist-) lie under the imputation, which we 
solemnly aver to be destitute of the slightest foun- 
dation, either in our words or in our practice. 

We feel it to be a duty totake so particular no- 
tice of this matter, because of its bearings on per- 
sonal character and on the general cause of truth in 
the denomination. If our accusers fail of giving 
the explanation called for, an impartial public will 
do us justice. 
The demands of our brethren at the South have 
been various—sometimes, that the Abolitionists be 
expelled from the Boarils—sometimes, that they be 
shut out from all participation in the management 
of the business of the Sucieties—and sometimes, 
that the Boards shall declare themselves in no way, 
directly or indirectly, connected with them. 

To these demands, it has been seen that some of 
these Boards have responded in issuing Circulars 
implicating us, as wht the South, in the solici- 
tations addressed to abe Boards for their interfe- 
rence, contrary to the fact. The Circulars profess 
to be impartial, but are, in fact, of a decidedly par- 
tial, character ; fur they implicate the innoceat with 
the guilty, and while they leave the one party with- 
out an expression of respect, they liberally bestow 
such expression upon the other. 
We may add here that individual members of 
the Boards, and more especially their agents, have 
taken it upon them to hold us up to censure, In 
both our “temper” and our * measures”—have 
misrepresented our nuinbers, our standing and our 
doings. (These facts go to establish the one sided 
views of the Boards, to which we have alluded.) 
In the selection of their agents, also, the Boards 
have evinced the same partiality, nearly every 
agent beingan anti-abolitionist, and certainly ev- 
ery One sent to the South.

Moreover, it ought here to be stated that, in con- 
sequence of no. adequate measures having been 
adopted securing the adequate funds, the expenses 
of your Delegates to London have been but partial- 
ly defrayed. To this object we call your particular 
attention. 

The Treasurer’s report will show the amount re- 
ceived and disbursed, and the objects to which it 
has been applied. 

In conclusion, your Committee are of opinion 
that the intense interest which has been awakened 
among Baptists at the south, gives promise of good 
to our cause, and ought to be kept alive by the fre- 
quent communication of Gospel trath through the 
press.

Temperance in Worcester. 

The subject continues to excite much interest 
in this town. Large and deeply. attentive audienc- 
es collect wherever doors open for its disecussion. 
The cause is evidently advancing. Since the visit 
of Messrs. Hawkins and Wright many formerly 
the * worse for liquor” have taken the pledge, and 
are now amongst the most efficient friends. A 
Washington Temperance Society has been formed, 
and meetings are regularly held on two evenings 
every week ; where men speak forth to crowded 
gatherings of a bitter experience, in “ words of 
trath and soberness.” Another important result 
just made known is the reform in the Worcester 
House. This is a large establishment, but the keep- 
er of it, Mr. Gould has advertised that “in conse- 
quence of slrong expressions of public sentiment aguinst 
the sale of spirituous liquors, &c. he has closed his 
bar and discontinued the sale of spirituous liquors, 
and that after this time bis house will 5e conducted 
on Temperance principles.” If this shall continue 
to be the character of the house—of which we have 
no doubt—we shall heartily wish Mr. Gould suffi- 
cient patronage from the temperance public to com- 
pensate him for this important service he renders 
to their cause, and we doubt not he will get i.— 
The three targest hotels in Worcester are now fully 
out on temperance ground, and if others do not fol- 
low in a few months, and some groceries with them, 
we greatly mistake the public feeling on the sub- 





ject. 

Last Sabbath evening the spacious accommoda- 
tions in the Baptist meeting House were filled at an 
early hour. Many people were obliged to go away 
for the want of seats even in the aisles and entries. 
The pastor of the church delivered as the second 
in the series of discourses on the subject by the 
different-clergymen in town, an address on the re- 
sponsibilities of the temperate. The subject was 
highly appropriate, inasinuch as the great propor- 
tion of such an audience wou!d rank themselves io 
this class, and their interest in learning the duties 
now gevolving upon them was manifested by a fix- 
ed attention to remarks continued upwards of an 
hour. A feeling is now excited in this vicinity 
which ought not to be permitted to die away till 
the evil has died before it. Now is the time for ev- 
ery one who would do any thing fur this long-wish- 
ed for consummatien to show wha and where he is. 
Both friends and foes expect it, and the “ public 
good” demands it. Whois on the Lord’s side? 
Who ? 


We see in the N. Y. Baptist Register, mention 
of the death of Rev. Jeremiah Chaplin, D. D. 
which occurred May 2, ia Hamilton, N. Y. Dr. C. 
was the first President of Waterville College, Me., 
and might perhaps be called its father. His praise 
is in all the Churches as an able and laborious ser- 
vant of Christ. We hope to see from some suitable 
hand an extended obituary. 


The Southern Baptists, feel deeply for the heathen. 
They have in Alabama about $10,000 locked up, 
designed fut the preaching of the Gospel among the 
heathen ;“uat tlie Abolitionists are so wicked, these 
benevolent Southerners, cannot consent to give 
these $10,000 to the heathen, so long as Abolition- 
ists may have a place in the Missionary Board.— 
What woud have become, Mr. Editor, uf you can 
inform me, of these $10,000, if the lare Convention 
had retained Elon Galusha in the Board? Would 
the donors bave repucketed the money, and thus 
left the heathen to perish?) What would Southern 
benevolence have done in that case? Pray let me 
know.—Jnqurer. 


Reply.—We cannot say what would have been 
done with éhat money, if Spencer H. Cone and half 
a dozen others liad not agreed to sacrifice br. Galu- 
sha, and br. Dunbar, to appease the wrath of the 
South ; but now they have done this deed of infamy 
to their own names, we presume to doubt the fact 
that any such sum has been paid to the Board from 
Alabama, or that-it is in exisience, as has been al- 
leged. When the $10,000 shall appear on the 
treasurer’s report, we shall believe the story that 
such a sum was collected in Alabama and held 
back on the contingency alluded to. 

The Secret correspondence which was carried on 

between the South and Daniel Sharp and other 
Northern pro-slavery men, and the Jesuitical and 
most shameful duplicity and management practised 
at Baltimore to effect the expulsion of Abolitiunists 
from the For. Miss. Board, have clearly exposed a 
scheme, on which the future historian of the Bap- 
tists will write comments. 
For the last three years and a quarter, the Bap- 
tists in the slave states have contributed to the 
treasury of the For. Miss. Board but a very little 
more than one fourth of the amountereceived into 
that treasury ; and yet it has been thought necessa- 
ry, by S. H. Cone, and Co. to thrust out such men 
as Dunbar and Galusha in order to secure the con- 
tribgtions of slavelotders. Whether this expedi- 
ent will replenish that treasury, either from the 
South or from the North, remains to be proved. 








In the suit brought by Rev. George Allen against 
Henry D. Ward, before the court in this town last 
week, for defamation of character, verdict was re- 
turned for plaintiff with $750 damages.

Systematic Benevolence. 

The cause of Christian benevolence im this 
country has probably advanced toas high a 
standard as is practicable, without a well devised 
and steadily prosecuted system of action.— 
While here and there an individual has regulated 
-his charities by enlightened principle, the great 
mass ‘of the ‘Christian community -have ‘been 
either governed -by impulse -in ‘their gifts, or 
have withheld altogether their benetactions. 
Too many Christians regard the various charita- 
‘ble objects brought to'their attention.in-the: tight 
of beggars, which they are at a perfect liberty to 
‘turn from their door; er whose wants they will 
relieve out of pity, and as a response to ‘an af- 
fecting appeal :—ofien considering their charity 
as a reward for the ingenuity or fidelity of the 
agent, rather than inthe light of a-duty to‘\God 
and their fellow-men. Next to the inherent 
selfishness a want of definite information, in re- 
gard to the extent and usefelwess ef the opera- 
tions of the different institutions, is the greatest 
cause of the too prevalent lack ofiinterest-in, and 
“systematic support of these agencies fer the 
world’s conversion. And while blame may be 
charged upon the institutions themselves for 
‘not making known more widely, the 4eading 
facts in their -several-departments, it-cannet be 
denied that pastors are somewhat at-fault in not 
communicating, in an interesting and definite 
manner, the facts which are published; and 
which would thus form the basis of a regular ef- 
fective appeal to all who ought to contribute for 

ithe spread of the gospel. 

The great -desideratum at ‘the present ‘time, 
and without which the cause cannot advance,— 
is such an arrangement in.each:church as shall 

-secure, with certainty and regularity,*the anaual 
contribution, more or Jess, of every member, 
male and female, to each of the. institutions wor- 
thy of support. If the Mission, or Bible, or 
“Tract cause be worthy of support -at all, cit-has 
equal claims on the charities of every disciple of 
Christ, according to his or “her ability, and an-

From the Yankee Farmer. 

Stir the Earth Often. 
It is necessary to stir the earth often ‘among 
vegetables, not only for the purpose of keeping 
down the weeds, but for the purpose of keeping 
it loose for the passage of the roots, for the ad- 
mission of the air and water, and to form finely 
pulverized soil on ‘top as a protection against 
drought, When the earth is hard, the water in 
time of rain will run off from some places, where 
a mellow soil on top would readily imbibe it. 
In some cases we have observed that after a 
powerful rain, where the ground was hard, it 
was not wet down half an inch, while it was 
thoroughly wet where the surface was loose and 
fine. In dry weather the advantages of frequent- 
ly stirring the soil are equally great: it prevents 
in a measure the evaporation of the moisture, as 
loose earth will not conduct off the moisture, so 
readily as close earth. 
We are aware that some persons will say “ it 
is a poor rule that will not work both ways,” and 
it loose earth readily absorbs rain, it will allow 
the escape of moisture, but this is not the case 
as experiments plainly prove; and we must be 
governed by facts that are well established, 
though there may be a seeming inconsistency 
from our not understanding the operations of 
nature. 
Water falls down by its own weight and will 
readily sink into the luose earth, running down 
between the particles; but if the ground be close 
and hard, and very dry, it will run off barely 
wetting the surface. The dryness, which at 
first view would lead one to suppose that it would 
at once imbibe the water, serves only to repel it. 
‘This peculiar property of very dry substance is 
shown by throwing water on a floor where there 
is much dry dust. It will remain in large drops, 
and be blown about the floor, as the dry dust re- 
pels the drops and prevents their spreading. 
The evaporation of moisture from the ground, 
is by a diffrent process in nature, from that of 
gravitation by which the water falls or tends 
downwards ; in evaporation it is drawn up and 
passes through some medium, first through the 
top of the earth and then through the air. Fine 
particles of earth are a poor medium for conduct- 
ing off the moisture under the surface, while it 
readily passes off through a close, hard body of 
earth. ‘This fact will appear evident to any one, 
who, in a dry time, examines the state of the 
soil as to the moisture, below the fine, loose 
earth that is often stirred, and the hard earth in 
the path or place beside it, that has long remain- 
ed unmoved. 
Many experiments have been made by hoeing 
frequently in a very dry time, partof a piece olf 
land on which corn or vegetables were growing, 
and leaving apart; and it has been found that 
the crops suffered much less from drought where 
the earth was often stirred. : 
Writers on the advantage of frequently hoeing, 
attribute its valuable effect, in this respeet, to the 
dews penetrating more rapidly the fine earth, 
and passing the roots of plants, this opinion is 
erroneous, for a heavy dew will pewetrate the 
fine earth but Jittle—it will lay mostly on the top, 
and soon evaporate when the sun shines upon it. 
In this country the dews are too light to pen- 
etrate to the roots of the plants, as they do not 
go so deep. ‘The great object is to retain the 
moisture in the earth, and prepare the surface to 
receive and convey the rains directly downward, 
even when they come suddenly, in plentiful 
showers, and this is done most effectually by 
stirring the earth frequently and finely. 
Some farmers hoe the corn only twee, except- 
ing they cut up the weeds afier the haying sea- 
son is over, to prevent their producing seed.— 
Others use a light horse-harrow, and stir the 
earth frequently, thinking there is a° great ad- 
vantage in this method that will repay the ex- 
pense, which is but trifling where the ground is 
light and free from obstructions.

Dreadful Statistics.—The N. Y. Star gives the 
following melancholy facts. 

‘From the first of January last to the first of 
April, there have been 74 murders and 64 suicides. 
Of the suicides, 19 came to sudden death by intemw- 
perance ; 12 by taking laudanum and other poisons ; 
7 by hanging themselves; 7 by cutting their 
throats; 8 by drowning, and 5 by shooting them- 
selves. 

Of the murders, 6 were in New York, 6 in Ohio, 
4 in Georgia, 4in N. Orleans, 2 in Virginia, 2 in 
Vermont, 2in New Jersey, 2 in Kentucky, 1 in 
Arkansas. 

Of Suicides, 32 were in New York,8 in Penn- 
sylvania, 7 in Massachusetts, 6 in New Orleans, 2 
in Connecticut, 1 in Maine, 1 in South Carolina, 1 
in Wisconsin, 1 in Rhode Island, 3 in Virginia.’ 

Opium Trade.—lIt appears according to the late 
advices from Canton, that during the past year the 
abominable traffic in opium, notwithstanding the 
edicts of the emperor, has been carried on in China 
to an extent unprecedented in any former year. 
Not less than thirty thousand chests have been 
sold, at an average price of not less than $600 per 
chest, drawing from the country coin and bullion 
to the amount of eighteen millions of dollars! !

A Slaver Wrecked.—The brig Troubadour, under 
Spanish colors, reported as belonging to Ruosaline 
Kitan, of Bissau, (Africa,) with 289 slaves on board, 
from the coast, bound to Berbice, was wrecked 
about the 6th Feb. on the Cayeas Islands. All on 
board were saved, and arrived at Nassau—the ves- 
sel was totally lost. The captain and crew took 
passage in a Spanish brig bound to Havanna, then 
lying in port. ‘The negroes were taken possession 
ot by the authorities of the island. 


Advices from Wisconsin, under date of April 10, 
are that large bodies of Sioux were gathering in the 
neighborhood of Fort Snelling, with the design, 
as was supposed, of making an attack upon it.— 
One of the tribe, it seems, being drunk and disor- 
derly within the limits of the garrison, and resisting 
an attempt to remove him, was shot down; hence 
the hostile aspect of the tribe. ‘Itwo companies 
from Forts Winnebago and Crawlord, had been or- 
dered to Fort Snelling. 


Contracts have been entered into for the grading 
of the entire route of the Eastern Rail Road be- 
tween Portsmouth and Poritland—a distance of 54 
miles. The work will be commenced immediate- 
ly. 

The Columbia, Capt. Judkins, sailed from Bos- 
ton on Saturday, at 4, P. M., with fifty-one passen- 
gers for Liverpool, and fifteen for Halifax, where 
all her remaining berths are engaged. She took 
out about 6000 letters and five bags of newspapers. 


The plan recently proposed by certain ship own- 
ers of New York, to the-general government, has 
received the sanction of the latter, and four mag- 
nificent Atlantic steamers are to be built forthwith 
at that port—each of the capacity of 2,400 tons.— 
The cost of the four, it is estimated, will be about 
$3,000,000.
